San Francisco, Nov. 17.—Two mon 
are dead, two others dying and an­ 
other seriously injured as the n suit 
of a pistol battle in an attempted hold­ 
up of a saloon by two masked rob­ 
bers.

St. Paul, Nov. 15.—The 
three 
big 
counties have been heard from, and the 
wideopen tax amendment is running 
stronger than ever. 
Each of the three 
gave the amendment a majority, but in 
Hennepin it ran close, having just 22, 
625 out of a total of 44,812. 
Ramsey did much better, giving the 
amendment 15,778 out of a total of 20,- 
581 votes, and St. Louis also made an 
unexpectedly good showing, with 7,190 
votes for the amendment out of a total 
of 12,097. 
Both the other amendments 
got a larger vote in St. Louise. 
Martin county gives the tax amend­ 
ment 1,599 votes out of 2,925, and tho to­ 
tal for fifty counties heard from is now 
111,751 votes for the amendment, out of 
a total in these counties of 204,318. 
A majority of this vote would be 102, 
160, so that in the fifty counties the 
amendment now leads by 9,291, votes 
and seems certain of passage.
